Colonel Mulhall and J. H. McMichaels, 
who wae charged by M ulhall with hav­ 
ing acted as p aid Inform ant of the N a­ 
tional A ssociation of M anufacturers' 
lobby ist« while emp loy ed on the floor 
of the house. 
T his term inated a day of jurisdic­ 
tional conflict. T he G a rre tt com m ittee 
had ashed S en ato r O verm an for at 
least oop ies of the Mulhall corresj>ond- 
ence. 
The senate co m m ittee had de­ 
cided not to surren d er the original 
p ap ers. 
A fter the houso com m ittee m et 1t 
recessed 
to 
allow 
R ep resentatives 
G arrett, R ussell and Nolan to go to 
th e senate com m ittee and renew th e 
request for the “p ap ers."

m en ts relative to all kinds of agricul­ 
tural p roducts and stocks. 
T he effect 
w ould Ik? to p rohibit th e sales o f stock 
unless the stock w as actually to be de­ 
livered. 
W hile D em ocratic sen ators voted for 
th a t p rovision m any did so with re­ 
luctance, for they fear th ut It will lead 
to much more than w as ut first Intend­ 
ed. 
Besides, they claim th a t such leg­ 
islation should have no p lace on a ta r ­ 
iff bill. 
Producers Undecided. 
P roducers of cotton and other p rod­ 
ucts In w hich th e re is m uch sp ecula- 
| tion a re undecided as to w hether or 
. not it is a good thing to w ip e out the j 
; sp eculation 
in 
these 
articles. 
They ! 
fe a r th at It 
will result in lowering 
p rices by reason of th e fact th a t much 
m ore cotton, w heat, p ork and num er­ 
ous p roducts a re sold th an ever deliv­ 
ered and th a t th e sales may have a 
tendency to k« H*p up p rices. 
However, 
th ere has been a decided movem ent 
against the stock ex changes in the last 
few y ears w hich finds ex p ression in 
congress. 
No doubt such a bill as th a t p rop osed 
tw en ty y ears ago by Senator W ash­ 
burn of M innesota and Congressm an 
H utch of Missouri might find consider­ 
able favor if p resented now.
